SAYS MA, ROOSEVELT

been in our favor and, if so. it would 


have enabled Russia to have retired 


from an rntenable j-osition with good 


grace and no loss of self-respect—an 


object that should always be held in 
view in dealing with any foreign na- 
tion with which at any time we have 
difficulties; while if the decision as to 
the interpretation of the clause in ques- 
tion had been adverse to us, we would 
then at once have abrogated the treaty 
and have been clearly right in so doing. 

“This was the position held by that 
distinguished diplomat, Mr. Oscar Straus. 
But no movement has been made by 
either nation looking toward any other 
method of settling the matter than the 
one actually adopted. Congress was con- 
fronted by the simple faet that unless 
tHe treaty was abrogated conditions 
would remain as they now are, and 
under the circumstances Congress acted 
wisely and properly in declaring for 
abrogation. 

“But this action was taken while the 
universal arbitration treaties are pend- 
ing in the Senate. These treaties are 
avowedly championed as being of the 
kind we are to enter into with all na- 
tions, including Russia as well as Eng- 
Jand and France. These treaties, if rati- 
fied by the Senate unamended, will ex- 
plicitly pledge the honor and good faith 
of the American nation to arbitrate pre- 
cisely such questions as that which at 
this very moment we announce that we 
will not endeavor to arbitrate in the 
case of Russia. 

“Under these circumstances, to ratify 
the general arbitration treaties would 
put the Ameérican peaple in an attitude 
of peculiarly contemptible hypocrisy and 
would rightly expose us to the derision 
of all thinking mankind; for we would 


put ourselves in the position of making} 


sweeping and insincere promises, impos- 
sible of performance, at the very time 
when, by our actions, we showed that 
we would certainly not keep such prom- 
ises, nor translate them into actign. 

“I believe that we can normally arbi 
trate the question of the interpretation 
of a treaty, even if only as the prelim- 
inary to adopting the very serious action 
of denouncing such treaty. But I, do 
not believe that we can arbitrate, with 
the intention of abiding by the arbitra- 
tion, such question as treating all our 
citizens alike, without regard to their 
creed, in the matter of passports, or 
such questions as the Monroe doctrine, 
the admission of Asiatic immigration in 
mass, or the refusal of the states to 
pay bonds, or many other similar 
matters. 

“In short, I not believe that we 
-can afford to arbitrate questions of vital 
interest and national honor or questions 
of settled American governmental policy. 
Moreover, the attitude we are now tak- 
ing as regards the abrogation of the 
tussian treaty shows beyond possibility 
of doubt that if we were so foolish 
so timid as to agree,-as an abstract 
matter, by general arbitration treaties, 
to arbitrate such matters we should im 
mediately repudiate the agreement 
whenever a concrete, case arose in which 
any considerable number of our citizens 
took an active interest, 

“Under such circumstances 
ceed with the ratification of the general 
arbitration treaties, unamended, would 
be not merely a farce, but a farce plaved 
at the expense of our reputation for 
national good faith and sincerity. 

“I believe most earnestly in peace and 
in taking any step for arbitration which 
will genuinely tell in favor of peace, and 
Il oppose these because, if un- 
amended, they would tel] against peace 
and put us as a nation in an attitude 
of unctuous amd olious hypocrisy. Both 
the Lodge anid Root amendments 
should be adopted. 

“It cannot be too often repeated that 
these general arbitration treaties are 
nothing whatever but general promises. 
These treaties are drawn in such sweep- 
in terms, especially in the use of the 
word ‘justieiable’ that they might, in 
any concrete case, be held to Hiean any- 
thing or nothing and to encourage the 
kind of double dealing and bad taith that 
is now being shown. 

“I believe that we were right in abro- 
gating the Russian treaty, just because 
J also believe that the general arbitra- 
tion treaties not worth the paper 
they are written on. It is arrant hy- 
pocrisy for this nation to support the 
unamended arbitration treaties at the 
same time that we abrogate tlh. 
treaty, and to do so is to put this nation 
in a thoroughly false and discreditable 
attitude. 

“a Wpocrisy is as revolting in a nation 
as in a man. and in the long run I do 
not believe that either man or 
nation.”

OF THE YEAR NOW CLOSING 


Has Been a Period of Recession From Record Volume of 
Business Transacted by Most of the Large Institu- 
tions—Present Conditions 


A fair average year has been enjoyed | 


by the industfies of the country al-| of this month and preliminary forecasts | 


though it has been a year of industrial | 


recession or marking time, Commer- 
cially, operations bave been character- 
ized by hand-to-mouth buying, a fact | 
which has made for an extremely smal! 
margin of profit, small buying of raw 
materials and has furnished a constant 
temptation to curtailment of operations. 

United States Steel closes its fiscal 
year Dec. 31. The outlook is for net 
profits 35 per cent smaller than in 1910 
and a balange for the common of about 
5% per cent, compared with 12.2 per 
cent in 1910. Prices for steel products 
have been repeatedly reduced and in 
some lines have been the lowest in 10) 
years. 


On the average steel prices up | 
to the time of the recent heavy buying 
movement were 20 per cent lower than 
Jan. 1 and 40 per cent lower than in 
1908. The big buying stimulated by 
the low prices, however, has given the 
steel companies four to six months for- 
ward orders and insured a good volume 
of gross the first half of 1912, Profits, 
however, will feel the effect of low 
prices for many months to come. 

The electrical companies have this 
year fared far better than the steel in- 
dustry. General Electric for its year to 
Dec. 31 will produce about $67,000,000 
of gross business compared with %71,- 
000,000 in 1910. Net profits will be 
smaller than last with a shrinkage of 
probably between 10 per cent and 15 per 
cent. , Westinghouse Electric does not 
close its fiscal year until March 31 next. 
For the nine months to Dec. 31, how- 
ever. sales have been af the rate of 
about $32,000,000 per annum compared 
with $38,000,000 in the 1910-11 
year. Net profits have been much 
smaller than last year, the direct result 
of the keenest selling competition in 
the electrical business in five years. In 
its late year the company earned 13 
per cent on its common. This‘year it is 
unlikely that ‘the balance will be more 
than half that percentage. 

American’ Sugar has had in 1911 the 
greatest prosperity in its history, the 
result of a sustained advance in raw 
sugar prices due to a workl-wide short- 
age and crop failure in Europe. In 1910 
the 7 per cent common dividend was 
earned with a small balance of $80,000. 
This year earnings for common will 
be two to three times the dividend, per- 
mitting the use of much surplus cash 
for new construction. The company is 
in splendid financial and physical con- 
dition. 

Earnings of the fertilizer companies 
during 1911 have maintained the even 
tenor of their way. There has not been 
the normal gain in gross and net, but 
this has been due to other causes than 
general business depression. Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical for its year to May 
31 last earned only 3.1 per cent on the 
common compared with 10.7 per cent in 
the 1910 year, but this decline was due 
entirely to a loss of $626,000 in opera- 
tions of its subsidiary, the Southern 
Cotton Oil Company, compared with a 
profit of $1,450,000 in 1910. 

American Agricultural Chemical 
closed its vear June 30 with a dividend 
balance for the common of 9 per cent 
compared with 10.5 per cent in the 1910 
fiscal period. This company has this 
month placed its common stock in the 
ranks of dividend payers with an ini- 
tial quarterly dividend at the rate of 
4 per cent per annum. = Earnings the 
last six months to Dec. 31 have been 
at a rate to promise a record exhibit 
of prosperity for the current fiscal year. 

The unfavorable earnings exhibit of 
American Cotton Oil in the year to 
Aug. 31 last was reflected in passing of 
semi-annual dividend of 2% per cent 
on the common stock. Balance after 
bond interest was equal to only 3.5 per 
cent on the $10,198,600 preferred stock, 
or $359,811 compared with $1,984,255 for 
the previous year. Therefore mainten- 
ance of preferred dividends meant re- 
course to surplus. The company’s 
troubles may be epitomized in the state- 
ment that it was rubbed between the 
upper and nether millstones of ,high- 
priced cotton seed and low-priced oils, 
n combination of unavoidable conditions 
which is not likely soon to recur. 

The equipment industry probably has 
been as hard hit by stagnation this year 
as at any period in recent years. Not 
until November has buying of respecta- 
ble proportions asserted itself. Since 
that date the biggest buying in five 
years has appeared, but at prices 25 
per cent to 35 per cent below normal, 
meaning of course a severe shrinkage 
in net profits, only partially compensated 
for by lower costs of raw materials. 

American Locomotive for its year to

That no serious financial difficulty 
has arisen is proof more than anything 
else of the conservative capitalization 
of the old-line New England textile con- 
cerns and their splendid ability to with- 
stand protracted depression. Curtail- 
ment running at times as high as 40 
per cent in the cotton mills and 40 per 
cent to 50 per cent in the woolen mills 
has prevailed. Of late the woolen mills 
have picked up materially and have sold 
large quantities of goods, but at prices 
to show a very small margin of profit. 
The American Woolen Company is ex- 
pected to earn its 7 per cent dividend on 
the $40,000,000 preferred for its Vvear to 
Dec. 31, but the margin above the divi- 
dend will not be Jarge. It is now oper- 
ating at over 80 per cent of capacity. 

Depression in cotton mill operations 
is reflected in the statement that 
tween 20 and 30 Fall River mills this 
year have reduced dividemls and several!

Its record for the 12 
mopths to June 30 last, however, was 
relatively creditable and fully up to the 
average of other upper leather tanners. 

The only industrial collapse of moment 
has been the Allis-Chalmers Company, 
which is apparently unable longer to 
stand the pace of ruinous price cutting 
and insufficient working capital.

Tne recent excursion of western governors 
of the United States to the Last, 
“east in their itinerary 
being, eastern point of 
decidedly has again raised the 
interesting question, \Where does the last 
leave off and the West begin? Well, in 
ordinary language, when -\mericans are not 
going “north or “south” thev are going 
“east” or “west,” and everything depends 
upon the place trom which they are starting. The Denver resident 
coes “west to Los Angeles or San Francisco, or “east” to Omaha 
or Iansas City. The Bostonian goes “west” to Albany or Buffalo, 
or “down east” to Portland or Bangor. 

But Americans really have a means, nevertheless, by which thes 
can come into fairly common agreement on the point in question, 
andi they are greatly assisted in this by the tradition prevailing with 
regard to the old North and the old South. There is no doubt 
anong northerners as to where the old South begins: no doubt 
unong southerners as to where the old North begins. But the 
southerners also become confused when the “West” is mentioned, 
and, by common consent, a great section of the southern half of the 
Lnited States the Southwest. The South, 
however, 1s the country below the Mason and Dixon line; the real 
North is the country above it. This is understood on both sides and 
everywhere acknowledged. What makes it so well understood is 
that things that grow naturally and luxuriantly in the section below 
the line do not grow naturally or luxuriantly in the section above it. 
All of the southern states are not great cotton producing states, but 
they are all associated in the popular mind with cotton. 

One would like to say that the West 1s known by its corn fields 
as the South is known by its cotton fields, but this would not do. — [1 
would bring the West too near to the Kast. [linots is one of the 
greatest of the corn states, and everybody knows now that [linois 
1s rather eastern than western. Corn, moreover, thrives in Indiana 
and Ohio. So corn wont do. There must 
more clearly than the eastern linuts of the corn belt, and there ts. 

To those who travel the wide range of the country the Missouri 
river marks the division between the Kast and the West. This has 
heen true for ‘sixtv vears.
